It would seein 
that -political amimosity was the cause 
oi the trouble and that during a sit- 
ting of tlie Lcgishitive Chaiiilicr the 
eloquence of firearms was considered 
more persuasive than the force of ver- 
bal argument. Tho Liberals appear 
to have been the aggressors, having 
given cause for the disorder which fol- 
lowed by firing on General Canal, 
brother of the President of the island 
and a mcuibor of tlic Chauibor of De- 
puties. Tlie dastardly assault resulted 
in an immediate suspension of legis- 
lation and a fierce party fight ensued 
on the streets, in which the ilinister 
of "War was killed whilst attempting to 
disperse the mob. Seeing that matters 
had assumed a serious phase the Presi- 
dent requested tho representatives of 
foreign legations to confer with the 
rebels and make arrangements for tho 
restoration of peace. Only the British 
Consul, the United States Minister and- 
tho; French Chanje d'ajFairK com- 
plied with the request. Tho rebels, 
however, persistently refused to accept 
the terms oflered "by the President 
who, after a continuation of hostilities 
for several days, resolved to bombard 
the buildings fortified by the Liberals. 
Acting on this resolution the President 
caused cannon to be placed at a cli-s- 
tance of a quarter of mile from the 
houses whicli ho t'orthwith commenced 
to shell. The first shot set fire to one 
of the structures, and in a short 
time all the fortifications were in 
flamea The fire spread with alarming 
rapidity and eventually destroyed sev- 
eral public buildings and one hundred 
and thirty houses. The rebels fled in every 
direction and when the fight was end- 
ed it was found that three hundred 
men had been either killed or wound- 
ed. The city of Port iiu Prince is 
partially fortified, irregularly built, 
and consists principally of wooden 
structures. Tho principal edifices are 
the palace of State, which is uoted for 
its architectural excellence, the arsenal, 
mint, military hospital, the law courts, 
and public offices. It is the seat of 
most oiE the foreign trade of Hayti, 
has a population of about 20,000, and 
is situated on the west coast of the Is- 
land at the head of the Bay of Gonai- 
ves. It has been the scene of much 
turbulence and strife. 



THE LATE MBS. ROUSBY. 

The death of poor iMrs. Rousbv, the 
actress, when hardly out of girlhood, 
but old in sorrow, ends a melancholy 
story. She belonged to a high family, 
being niece of Baron Douse, but being 
straitened in means she went on the 
stage in Plymouth. ]Mr. Eousdy, mana- 
ger of a small theatre in Jersey, per- 
suaded her to elope with him, and she 
became the theatrical star in that little 
island. Tom Taylor, the playwright, 
oa a summer tour saw her act, and 
knew that her talent ami beauty meant 
gold in London. She and her husband 
were easily persuaded to come, and 
Tom Taylor, being at the time theat- 
rical critic on the London 'ft/»e.i in O.K- 
enford's absence, did not fail to make 
her. debut' and first engagement a great 
success. Strange to say, tho first im- 
pression she made as an actress in Lon- 
don was in a play (i have fDrgotteu 
the name) in which a sinq)](3 rustic 
maiden resists with horror, the ad- 
vances of a licentious Duke. But, alas- 
that which the poor girl could do. so 
bravely on the stage, she was inade- 
quate to in private life. She speedily 
found that her beauty was better stock 
than her talent, and after that dis 
covery was made her talent little by 
little left her. No.xt it was found that 
with innocence and girlhood half her 
beauty was gone. And finally the 
proud, privileged gentility, to vvhicli all 
had ioeen sacrificed, left her for ne\V 
favorites. The cu]) that holds Gery 
waters of forgetfulness to the lips re- 
mained her only friend, until a better 
friend came to vouchsafe the draught 
of Lethe. To all the splendor amid 
which she glittered for a time she had 
already been for some" time dead. 

THE WAJt IN ZULULANI). 

The capture of IJndini, the site of 
Cetewayo's kraal, proved au easy task 
. after the British troops had demon- 
strated that they could successfully 
withstand a determined charge of the 
natives "in the open" and beat them 
thoroughly. Wo remember, shortly af- 
ter Isandula, reading a letter from an 
army officer in an English paper. Tho 
writer advocated the adoption of the 
hollow square system when on tho 
march in the event of a charge of na- 
tives armed with assegais, and discoun 
tenanced a resort to laagers except 
when in camp. In marching to the 
reliefofEkoweLord Chelmsford fought 
the enemy twice from behind laagers 
and, beat him. After the battle of 
Kambula, where Cetewayo was again 
beaten from behind laagers, he decided 
to attack no raoro until the British 
were caught "in tho open." In tho 
march to Undini 15,000 to 20,000 Zu- 
lus attacked tho British "in the open." 
The latter were formed into hollow 
squares and in a short time routed 
them with the loss of 800, — the Brit- 
ish Joss in killed and wounded being 
less than 100. Cetewavo's power must 
have crumbled with the loss of his cap- 
ital town and kraal and the desertion 
of his army, and he will hardly ven- 
ture to attlack the British in laagar or 
on the march. If he does not sue for 
peace ho will take to the mountains 
and resort to a guerilla system of war. 
fare. Sir Gabket Wolselet intimates 
that the present campaign Trill-end the 



war and insure the complete destruction 
of the Zulus as u fighting nation.

New York, July 24. — Tho London 
Times, which ridicules DeLessep's pros- 
jjcctus of the Canal, publishes an inter- 
view with him by a lady,, and rejiorts 
him as saying: "To removo Culebra 
luountain we shall first dig wells of a 
depth of from 40 to 50 feet, and from 
these chambers will connect the whole 
top of the Culebra; then trains of pow- 
der being prepared, tho whole top will 
bo blown up at once. To carry away 
the debris steam cars will be run on a 
circular tramway. The Canal will bo 
forty-seven miles long, thirty feet deep, 
with tho same width of channel as tho 
Suez Canal. Eiglit basins for anchor- 
ing p.assing steamers will be built al- 
ternately on either side of the Canal, 
and thus fifty vessels in a tlay, if neces- 
sary, couhl pass and draw water as in 
the open sea. I shall go to America 
in November, and hope to find acquain- 
tances and help from peo])lo wiio arc 
certaiidy the ones to reap gr(!at bene- 
fits fron'i the piercing of tho Panama 
Istlinuis. Mr. Apidoton has prepared 
me for what 1 shall seo and hear, and 
I contidontly expect a plea.sant trip to 
tho IJiiited States."

IHur Steamer City of Clii-ater.J 

At a recent execution of Nihilists 
at Kiew, Russia, a young girl acknow- 
ledged at the foot of the gibliot that 
her name was Nathalie Gortschakoff, 
and that sin; was ucice to tho Chancel- 
lor of the Empire. She had jircviously 
refused to reveal herself notwithstand- 
ing that she had several times been 
Hogged with the knout in order to com- 
pel confession, 

Tho Zulu war will ho tho making of 
hundreds of people in a pecuniary sense. 
,One contractor's transactions with the 
government amount to the tune of .£10, 
000 ))or week, or over half a million 
per annum. Seeing that the charges 
aro the charges of war time, the intel- 
ligence of readers will be quite equal to 
the task of computing appro.xiinately 
the profit on this large sum. The for- 
tunate men who have established can 
teens here do uncommonly well, never 
opening before ten a.m., and closing at 
dusk. The canteen here succeeds in get- 
ting rid of a ver\ large stock quite as 
quickly as it can bo replenished by 
daily arrivals from Durban. At two 
o'clock in tln^ afternoon a couple of 
days back eight hogsheads of beer ar- 
rived; three hours later every drain 
had been consumed. X3 a day for 
waggons is readily piud by tho authori- 
ties. * 

Mr. Pliiusoll, who has recently un 
dergono an operation for removing one 
of his eyes, has reappeared in the 
House of Commons looking remarkably 
well. The pain from which he suffer- 
ed so long and so acutely is compli^tely 
gone. 

A Gorman paper, tho Jiorzen Zeitang, 
contains a droll story the gist of which 
is as follows: Soon after the attem[it 
on the life of the Czar two towns in 
Russian Poland forwarded addresses 
to him jmrporting to congratulate him 
on his escape. The.se documents were, 
of course, otliciaHy prepared, and equal- 
ly, of course, they were couched in the 
most fulsome terms. It wag arranged 
that the inhabitants should write their 
signatures on separate slips of paper, 
and that these should be, under otEcial 
inspection, appended to the addresses 
of congratulation. This was done, but 
before they were presented, some clev- 
er Nihilists managed to abstract the 
original address in each case, and to 
substitute this startling statement: 
"We are extremely grieved that the 
atrocious assassination of our Imperial 
Majesty — did not take place!" In this 
form these "coiigi-atulatory" addresses 
were presentnd to the Czar, witii many 
thou.'iands of signatures. The two 
towns looked forward to a right loyal 
reply from His Majesty, but they were 
soon astonislied and alarmed to receive 
an Iinpevial message breathing out 
threatening and slaughter. A great 
number of those whose signatures were 
appended to these extraordinary docu- 
ments were actually arrested, and until 
a tardy explanation came were in con- 
stant dreail of Siberia. 

J^tynaUh' jl^ewspaper is notorious for 
Jla filthy abuse of all royal personagea 
It called the dead child of the Prince 
of Wales "a rat;" it lias said awful 
things of Pi'inceas Louise ; it reported 
aU the shocking things in the Bolton 
Rj;(J Poirk tritil, including medical de- 



po.sitions that no other newspaper even 
mentioncJ ; and it always discrediteil 
Republicanism while supporting it 
Reynolds was the author of "The 
Mysteries of the Court" (I think this 
is the correct title), and some 29 other 
novels, more or leas known, and more 
or less pruvient. One of his most con- 
spicuous failures in L'ction was an at- 
tempt to make capital out of tho popu- 
larity of Dickens. He wrote a volume 
entitled "Pickwick in France." 

Lieutenant Carey is pretty generally 
blamed for abandoning the Princo fiii- 
perial, but our grief at the gallant 
young fellow's death ought not to make 
us unjust. Whatever his rank, he was 
in 8outli Africa simply as a gentleman- 
volunteer fighting for the fun of the 
thing, and it is idle to pretend that 
every man of the jiarty was bound to 
devote himself to tho Prince's safety 
sim[)ly because ho was a Prince. He 
had to take his chance like every one 
else, and like every one else he endea- 
voured to escape. It is not the busi- 
ness of a patrol to fight, and no one 
seems to have had any opportunity of 
rescuing the Prince, nor to know that 
he stood in need of aid till his horse 
was seen gallo))ing away riderless. At 
all events wo ought to wait for full in- 
formation. 

iJeutenant Carey of the O.Sth who is 
to be court-martialled for abandoning 
tho Princo Imperial in tho hour of 
danger is a Carlow man- -a grandson 
of the late postinastor of that town. 

Mdlle. Sarah Bernhardt has fallen 
considerably in public estimation of 
late. Sho behaved rudely and sillily at 
the Mansion House (Ifjeuner; she de- 
clined to fini.sli her performance at a 
house ill Eaton-place, where she w.hs 
fulfilling a paid engagement, alleging 
as the rea.son that she was not suili- 
ciently applauded; niid finally, sho dis- 
appointeil a large audience which had 
assembled on .Saturday morning at the 
Gaiety, by sending down, about an 
hour before tiie time for raising the 
curtain, to say she coultl not act. 

The London Economist remarks that 
the firm of Rothschild has foi- three 
generations succeeded in keeping its 
affairs .singularly secret, and has been 
wcnderfully exempt from lawsuits, 
defaulting agents, and sjieiidthrift 
partners. It is virtually the lianker of 
five groat Governments. The late 
Daron guided for thirty years tho 
more important business of tivo or six 
great financiering firms composed of 
many individuals, knew the precise con- 
dition of all European treasuries, and 
selected and controlled scores of agent.s. 
A remarkable fact about this great (irra 
is that it has done no mischief, and has 
resisted tho temptation to form alli- 
ances with particular States or parties. 
The Baron was never accused of wag- 
ing war with rivals, or making a revo- 
lution, or of entering into speculations 
outside of his busincs.s. Although great 
capitalists, great loan mongers, and 
avowedly Hebrews of Hebrews, the 
firm has, moreover, by the tact and 
moderation displayed by its controlling 
head, entirely overcome the dislike 
which all but universally fastens upon 
such men. The EconomUl rcganh-i the 
late Baron as one of the greatest men, 
if not the greatest, of his kind. 

In the London Dailij Nevs a corres- 
pondent writes: — " Was ever .such a 
season (jf impccuniosily known / Peo- 
ple of the very best ranks aro already 
flocking aw.ay from London to econo- 
mize. I went yesterday into a .shop 
in the Strand paying §3,500 a year. 
The owner held out most dismal pros- 
pects, and said he had seen nothing 
like it for yeans. 1 entered another 
lirni of forty years' standing. Not a 
single customer had entered their doors 
during the day, and these two houses 
were in the bu.sie.st thoi-oughfares in 
London. 

The tragic death of tho Prince Im- 
perial will recall to the minds of many 
persons the I'^encli prediction, which 
has unha])pily been only too faithfully 
verified hitherto: "Tout enfant no 
au.X Tuilerics ne regnera Jamais." 

The future iviiig of Italy, \'ictor 
Emmanuel, Prince of Naples, got into 
a passion the other day with a play- 
mate, (laughter of his mother's maid of 
honor, tho Marchesa I\Iontreno, and 
cried out: "If 1 were King 1 would 
have your head cut oil". ' King Hum- 
bert sentenced him to eight days' con- 
finement to his room, and depriN-ation 
of one favorite dish at each meal, and 
further ordered no military honors to 
bo paid to him during another period 
of similar duration. 

Notwithstanding their golden wed- 
ding the Emperor and Empre.ss of Ger- 
many are hardly well mated. The 
Empress is not a person to bo loved. 
She hates soldiers and horses, is very 
haughty and arrogant, and believes 
most devoutly in all the strictest core- 
monies of the Court. The Crown 
Prince, with his sensible ways, is not a 
favorite of hers, and when the Crown 
Princess was first married her mother- 
in-law made it very disagreeable for 
her. They tell a story of the Crown 
Princess committing the unpardonable 
crime of handing a chair to the Em- 
press, and when she expressed her 
horror of tho act, was still further 
shocked when the Princess replied 
"Oh! my mother is Queen of England, 
and I have seen her do it." The Em- 
press thinks her too' plain and uncere- 
monious, and manages her household in 
an entirely diflerent manner. Tho 
Emperor lives in a different establish- 
ment, and they seldom meet except in 
public. She is very iutolligent, never 
forgets that she was a pujiil of Goethe, 
and has an immense amount of vanity 
for an old lady. If it were not for the 
Gotha Almanac one might be in doubt 
as to her age — when one sees her at the 
opera with her superb false neck and 
brilliant complexion, tho wrinkles care- 
fully filled in and artistically rejuven- 
ated. 

A testatrix at Sost, in Germany, left 
her money to lior brothers and sisters, 
but addciS : — If brother William mar- 
ries in his old age he shall have noth- 
ing. " Legal experts hold that William , 
a robust sexagenarian, can receive

People offer 
any price for seats on the nights when 
she perforins, and shako tho very house 
v.'ith tlieir applause. How enviable is 
the lot of tho great actress or singer, 
provided she has beauty or unusual 
grace! Tho whole world is at her feet. 
Now, Sarah Bernhardt is not beauti- 
ful, but she ia strangely attractive ; 
lier face interests one immediately; 
her delicate form and figure make one 
surprised that .she can put forth so 
much power and ]5assion. Where does 
it all come from?

1. That audi part of the City bounded 
OH tho North by Joliiison street, on tho 
Soulli l>y Foit street, on the East by 
Bi-o;ul street and on the We.st by the 
Water Frontage be liercbj' declared witli- 
iii tlie Fire Limits of tlto City of Victoria. 
Tho centre of Johnson to centre of Fort, 
from centre of Broad shall be limits re> 
ferrod to above. 

2. AW Buildings -hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Liinit.s shall have their outside 
Wall.s and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombn.stible uiatorial and 
such oiitsido Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walla 
sliall also extend to same heisht aboro 
Wall Plato of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with nucli material aa will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and the W.iUa shall 
he so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of thu 
interior and e.xterior of such Building 
from all and every part of the interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protcctiiin against Fire. In tho eaao of 
Uables the Walls are to be carried up to 
the full height of tho Apox of said Roof. 
Tlio term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Shod.H. 

3. All Repair:! to Building.i constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform tii 
this Ordinance. 

4 Tho Wooden Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
j changed mthout the written permission of 
the Ciiief Engineer of the Victoria Firo 
i Department, approved hy a nuijority of 
I the Fire Wardens, which permit shall 
j specify fully the alterations orchangca re- 
i (piired, and no auch permit shall be given 
! if any increase will be made by the pro- 
i pcKHl change or alteration in the size of 
' any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase tho v.-ilue of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plication.s therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in the 
oflice of the City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits .shall be removed excopt to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
tn a [inint outside the Fire Limit.s. 

(i. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to bo, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, bo 
damaged by lire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cauBO to bo served upon tho 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice retjuiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving auch notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the samo comply with ' the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to be not less than eighteen inches in' thick- 
ness and not loss than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
be, brick walls to bo not less tlian twelve 
inches thick. 2'ico Slonj BHihlings — 
Foundations to bo not leas than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the harddayor gravel, as 
the case may be. Brick TTafb— Ground 
tloor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; lirst floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violnting any 
of the provisions of tliia Bylaw shall bo 
deonicd guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof befora the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ton or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
cuutiuuing sncli violation shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Firo Department and tho Fire Wardens 
arc required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make coih- 
plaints in the I'olico Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Proliibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879.
